Roy Young, Manager of our 
Custodial Services, told us that the Custodial department is always striving to 
improve cleaning methods and to do so they test equipment for large manufac- 
turers. A large vacuum cleaner used in cleaning Walt Disney World for one 
week will receive the equivalent of one year’s home use! 


Thanks to his association with the National Executive Housekeepers Association where he presently serves as a 
member of the National Board of Directors representing the Southeastern District, Roy is able to keep informed of all the 
newest equipment and techniques to improve his department's efficiency. 


While many of us are familiar with the tasks our custodial hosts and hostesses perform during our operating hours, 
such as sweeping and bussing tables, many of us are not spo. with the work that is done esas: night by our third shift 
cast members. TE i r i 

Each night the “heavy” cleaning is completed, from 
hosing off our walk-ways using 50 pounds of pressure 
from pressure hoses, to cleaning 27 different types of' 
flooring, to cleaning our guest and cast member parking 
areas. 

To solve the problem of what to do with all the trash that 
is compiled at the end of each day, we utilize our AVAC 
(Automatic Vacuum-Actuated Collection) System. A 
custodial host or hostess only has to empty the plastic 
insert from one of our trash containers into the under- 
ground pipes to an area behind Frontierland, far out of 
our guests’ sight.
